DR. ROBERT HOLLAND APPOINTED DEAN OF GWU COLLEGE OF GENERAL STUDIES 
WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The appointment of Dr. Robert L. Holland as 
dean of The George Washington University's College of General Studies, 
effective July 1 of this year, has been announced by Dr. Lloyd H. 
Elliott, president of the university. Dr. Holland succeeds current 
dean Eugene R. Magruder, who is retiring. 

Dr. Holland began his association with The George Washington 
University in 1968 as associate professor of business administration. 

He served two years as chairman of the department of management science 
and was appointed to his present position, associate dean of the School 
of Government and Business Administration, in 1971. He is also 
currently associate professor of management science. 

Prior to joining the university. Dr. Holland served one year as 
operations research officer in the audit division of the Internal 
Revenue Service, U.S. Department of the Treasury. Earlier he was 
agricultural administrator and branch chief for the Agricultural 
Research Service of the U.S. Department of Agriculture for two years, 
as well as a research economist, also for the Department of Agriculture 
for four years. He was a fellow of the National Institute of Public 
Affairs at the University of Chicago in 1966-67. 

Dr. Holland received a bachelors and masters degree from the 
University of Tennessee in 1951 and 1956 respectively, and earned his 
doctorate degree at Texas A8M University in 1960, where he served as 
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DR. ROBERT HOLLAND APPOINTED DEAN 
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instructor of agricultural economics. A member of the American 
Agricultural Economic Association and Washington Operations Research 
Council, Dr. Holland has authored and co-authored more than 15 papers 
and articles in the fields of agricultural economics, marketing, 
management, and operations research. 

Dr. tiolland and his wife have one son and reside in Vienna, 
Virginia. 

The College of General Studies, the off-campus division of The 
George Washington University, was established in 1950 to extend the 
resources of the university to the city of V/ashington and surrounding 
communities. The college offers off-campus credit courses for the 
nondegree student, as well as administering off-campus degree programs 
for GWU's Columbian College of Arts and Sciences, Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences, School of Education, School of Government and 
Business Administration, and School of Engineering and Applied Science. 
Working in cooperation with federal, state, and local government 
agencies, military units, school districts, and private industrial 
organizations, the College of General Studies sponsors programs held at 
more than 100 locations in Maryland, the District of Columbia, and 
Virginia.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- An exhibition of more than 115 Judaic artifacts 
manuscripts, photographs, and other items will be on display in the 
library of The George IVashington University from Wednesday, January 15 
through Saturday, February 15. 

Included in the exhibition are Judaic ceremonial art and instrument 
historical documents, amulets, marriage contracts, poetry, ancient 
manuscripts and books, prints, pictures of Israel, illustrations of 
archeological methods, and artifacts discovered in Israel. 

The exhibition is co-sponsored by The George Washington University' 
department of religion. Items in the exhibition have been loaned by the 
Smithsonian Institution, B'nai Brith Hillel Museum, Joint Expedition at 
Khirget Shima, the George Washington-American University Summer 
Institute in Israel, and Adas Israel Congregation. Also featured in 
the exhibition are a collection of rare Judaic books and manuscripts 
recently bequeathed to the university by Meyer Katz, a GWU alumnus of 
La Crosse, Wisconsin.

"LUNCH WITH THE AUTHOR" SERIES AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--VIadimir Petrov, professor of international 
affairs at the Institute for Sino-Soviet Affairs of The George Washington 
University, will open the noontime "Lunch with the Author" series, 
sponsored by the Friends of The George Washington University Library, 
on Wednesday, January 29. Professor Petrov will discuss his book Escape 
from the Future published in 1973 by the Indiana University Press, 

Originally published more than twenty years ago. Escape from the 
Future is a detailed chronicle of Petrov’s experiences after his arrest 
as a student in Leningrad in the 1930s. The first half of the book 
describes his perilous journey to the labor camp in the Soviet North 
East. The second half of the book details his release from the camp in 
the midst of World War II and his escape to Italy, from which he 
emigrated two years later to the United States. 

Professor Petrov served on the faculty of Yale University from 1947 
to 1965. In 1965 he joined the faculty of GWU, teaching in both the 
School of Public and International Affairs and the Institute for Sino- 
Soviet Studies. 

Among his other published books are Soviet Gold , My Retreat from 
Russia, What China Policy ?, Money and Conquest , and June 22, 1941: 

Soviet Historians and the German Invasion , and A Study in Diplomacy . 

He has lectured widely in the field of Soviet-U.S. relations and
